A STABBING AFFRAY. 

- Chinese Foreman Killed. 
Four Men Arrested. 


- Yesterday morning, about 9,45 o'clock, 
a sorious disturbance ocaurred in Dos Vorux 
Road, just in front of Messra A. 8 
Watson's Soda Water Factory, which ter- 
minated in tho death of To Cheung. 

From what has been gleaned of the affray” 
it would seem that To Cheung, who wax 
émployed in the soda water factory, was on 
his way to his work, whon ho was inter- 
vepted by four coolies two of whom are 
said to have been formorly in the employ 
of Mcsara A. 8, Watson and Company. 
They woro dismissed, it is said, on account 
ofa vomplaint made against them by the 
foreman, and against whom apparently 
they harboured foclings of revenge. 

When tho foreman was stopped the four 
coolios web upon him and during tho tight 
ono of their number drew a knife ant with 
one lungo drove it into Lo Cheung's chest. 
*Phon all bolted, but the wounded mau gave 
chase, dospite the wound ho bad puflored. 
For a couple of hundred yards, or therea- 
bouts, he continued aftor his assailants, thun 
he was overcomo by weakness and collapsed. 
Before hu could be removed to the hospital 
lie was dead, and it way subsequently found 
that the knifo blade had penotrated to his 
heart ; 

By tho time the police ‘arrived on the 
seeno there was no truco of the gang but 
Vefore night bad fallon four men wero under 
lock and koy, and are now being held pend- 
ipg the reault of further inquiries inade 
hy the police. 

Tho knife, which is a new one, is alao in 
the hande of the. police.

4A CONTRACT DISPUTE. 


‘Standard O11 Company Sued. © 


In tho Supreme Court this morning, 
before His Lordship Sir Francis Piggott 
(Chief Justicn) a special case -with respect 
to the reclamation works at Laichikok was 
commenced. The plaintiffs were Lau Yeong 
Wood and Lam Choy, and the defendants 
wery the Standard Oi] Company, of New 
York. Mr BML W, Slade (instructed by Bir 
G. Hautings) appeared for the plaintiffs and 
the Hon, Mr H. E. Pollock, K. 
structed hy Me,R. D. Atkinson) reprevent- 
ed the defeodante. 

Mr Slade pointed out that an action was 
Drought aghinst tho defendants by the 
plaintiffa for certain work done. Defend- 
ants objected and applied. for a stay of 
procecdings on the ground that the work 
was done under a contract which provided 
for the settlement of all disputes by 
arbitratign. “Plointifts resisted the ays- 
plication ‘and were successful on the plea 
that the contract had been rescinded, Sis 
Lwilahip holding that a person who had) 
uo authority had stopped the work. The 
epeciu! case now being put forward wag 
tu order to aborten the litigation and had 
leew assented to by the plaintiffy at the 
request of the defondants.
